A British architect has designed a 
circular bungalow which is cheap to 
construct and easy t«o maintain, whose 
interior arrangement should save many 
steps daily for the housewife.

partment from $ 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 to $30,- 
0 0 0 , led the departm ent to w ith ­ 
draw. the $2,500

it had been contr ibuting to the 
support of the coun ty health of­ 
ficer here. 
According to the policy of the 
International Health board which 
also contributed $ 2 ,5 0 0 from the 
Rockefeller F ou n d a tio n , its sup­ 
port is not given w h e r e the funds 
are not used also, consequently 
it has withdra wn its funds from 
Morgan county. The city of Jack­ 
sonville and co unty 
h a v e 
joint­ 
ly borne the other ha lf of the ex ­ 
penditure necessary to carry on 
the work. If the state and R ocke­ 
feller funds are to be w ithdra wn 
it is plain 
that 
th e 
city 
and 
county must either carry the bur­ 
den alone or aban don the health 
work in this territory. 
This situation w a s laid before 
Dr. Rawlin gs by Mayor Crabtree 
and the 
co m m issio ners. 
Altho 
the head of the state health de­ 
partment held out little hope of 
the restoration ofi^the sta te ’s con­ 
tribution, he s u g g e s te d 
that the 
International Health hoard might 
he Induced to c ha n g e its 
policy.
